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Reconversion of the Radio Industry 


For some long time past, the Board of Trade have 
been dealing with the problem of the reconversion of the 
radio industry to peace-time production. In normal 
times, wireless sets and components form the basic 
product of most firms in the industry and much has been 
done under programmes already approved and licensed 
to ease the difficulties of manufacturers in the present 
transition period and prepare the way for the resumption 
of their normal activities. 

At present, the manufacture and supply of broadcast 
receivers is controlled under the Musical Instruments 
and Wireless Receivers Order, 1944, 8S. R. & O. 658/45 
and licences have been granted to some seventy manu- 
facturers for the production of about one million sets 
during the next twelve months. Of this quantity 
400,000 are intended for export. Undertakings have 
been given by the industry that 50 per cent. by value 
of the production for the home market will be devoted 
#0 sets to be retailed at £15 or less, exclusive of purchase 
tax of 334 per cent. on the wholesale selling price. With 
the cancellation of war contracts, the supply position 
in respect of the majority of the principal components 
required for civilian production has shown considerable 
improvement and adequate quantities should be avail- 
able for the present programme, for maintenance of 
existing sets and for export.

The position on timber for radio cabinets, however, 
is not so happy at present owing to the many important 


claims on the available limited supplies. It was found 
possible only to release about 50 per cent. of the require- 
ments of the industry for set manufacture in the third 
quarter of 1945, but the general situation is improving 
and substantial increases will be made in the fourth 
quarter. This improvement, together with the supplies 
of plastic materials which are available for cabinets, 
should go a long way towards overcoming the present 
difficulties. 

All production of civilian radio sets was stopped early 
in 1941 owing to the very heavy demands made by the 
fighting Services on the capacity of the entire radio 
industry. Not only was set production prohibited but 
supplies of components for maintenance purposes were 
severely curtailed and the public were called upon to 
“make do ” for a long period in the interests of the war 
effort. 

It was not until 1944 that some measure of alleviation 
was found possible. The Government then decided that 
the time had come to relieve the shortage and a pro- 
gramme was approved covering the production of 
250,000 sets of two “ standard ” models, one AC and the 


other battery, known as the “ Wartime Civilian 
Receiver ” and based on the use of a minimum quantity 
of components. Nearly all manufacturers have made 
contributions in carrying this scheme through with 
success and practically the entire programme has now 
been completed. 

In April last, the whole position in regard to radio set 
production was reviewed in consultation with the 
industry. It was evident then that the “‘ standard ”’ set 
programme would be largely completed by mid 1945 and 
it was decided to launch a new programme as a practical 
step towards the reconversion of the civilian industry. 
Approval was therefore given to production on the scale 
referred to above and manufacturers were allowed to 
revert to the manufacture of their own proprietary 
models,

Before the war, the average annual production of 
radio sets in this country was about 1-4 millions. Of 
this quantity, the average export was 66,000. It will be 
seen, therefore, that the present programme visualises 
an overall production of about 70 per cent. of the pre-war 
figure, but places considerable emphasis on exports. If 
exports actually mature on the scale licensed, the 
industry will, in relation to its pre-war trade, be making 
a noteworthy contribution to the Government’s policy 
of increasing export business. 

In the realm of television, manufacture of receivers 
on a production basis has not yet begun. Recommenda- 
tions on the future of the service in this country have 
been made by the Government Committee set up under 
the Chairmanship of Lord Hankey, and the Lord 
President of the Council, Mr. H. Morrison, announced 
in the House of Commons recently that the Government 
had given general approval of the recommendations. 
The necessary action has been set in train,

Of course, quite apart from sound and vision receivers, 
many firms in the industry are active on the manufacture 
of broadcast transmitters, communications equipment, 
medical and industrial electronic apparatus and many 
other highly specialised products, for which there is 
likely to be a heavy demand both in this country and 
overseas. No manufacturing licences are required by 
firms engaged on production of this character, but every 
effort is being made by the Board to assist the manu- 
facturers concerned in the reconversion of their produc- 
tion programmes to peace-time needs.

Mr. Ellis Smith, M.P., Parliamentary Secretary to the Board 
of Trade, last Friday received in London a deputation from the 
employees of the Fairey Aviation, Co. at Stockport. The deputa- 
tion, which included, three shop stewards, was introduced by 
Mr. H. L. Hutchinson, M.P. for Rushholme. 

The deputation came to discuss the future of the Errwood 
Park Works. The Parliamentary Secretary explained that the 
Ministry of Aircraft Production announced formally this week 
that the factory will be surplus to their requirements by the end 
of March 1946. The Board of Trade had already approached 
three important firms who might be able to use a large part of 
it and who were abeut to inspect it. Other firms were also being 
approached. 

Mr. Ellis Smith assured the deputation that every effort would 
be made to find an occupant for the factory before M.A.P. 
production came to an end and that the chosen tenant would be 
able to move in progressively as the Fairey Aviation Co. moved 
out, so as to avoid temporary unemployment and dispersal of 
the labour force of the factory. 


Basic Ration for Goods and 
Private Vehicles 


The Ministry of War Transport announce that operators of 
goods vehicles or converted cars, up to 30 cwt. unladen weight, 
which are licensed at a rate entitling them to use the vehicle for 
private purposes as well as the carriage of goods, can now apply 
to their Sub-District Manager, for a special petrol allowance for 
private use.

employees, which are dealt with by employers’ federations and 
trade unions, should be considered outside the scope of their 
enquiries. The point is not mentioned in the terms of reference, 
but I have told each Chairman that he, himself, and the inde- 
pendent members should have particular regard to the broad 
national interest involved and to the interest of the consumers. 

“The Chairman, with the consent of his working party, will 
be at liberty to set up any sub-groups that he considers necessary 
for examining particular aspects of the problem and to co-opt 
on to them any persons he considers advisable. I have also said 
that interim reports should be made upon matters of special 
urgency and, while undue hurry must not be allowed to spoil 
the value of the reports, they should be presented as soon as 
possible. I would hope to get the final reports early in the New 
Year. These will be published. 

“The House will appreciate that this is only a beginning and 
that there will be more of such enquiries.” 

Later the President explained the working party proposals at 
a Press Conference at the Board of Trade. 

The President also announced that he had appointed Sir 
Thomas Murton as Scientific Advisor to the Board of Trade. 
He would see to it that the Board kept before them the scientific 
aspects of the industries they were dealing with, and that the 
benefits of scientific research went into those industries. He 
had also appointed Mr. J. W. Stevenson, who was with him 
as labour adviser ‘at \the Ministry of Aircraft Production, to 
help him in a similar capacity at the Board of Trade.

Coupons for Sandal and Slipper 
Soles 


As from October 14, 1945, the coupon rating for soles for 
making into sandals or slippers will be 2 coupons a pair, except 
for 

(a) those sold between traders at 2s. 8d. or less, or retailed 
at 4s. or less, both prices including Purchase Tax, which will be 
coupon-free, and 

(6) wooden soles sold between one trader and another, which 
will remain coupon-free. 

(Inner soles and soles suitable for the repair of footwear 
remain unrationed as before). 

The soles will be taxed as non-utility haberdashery and will 
not be controlled under the Apparel and Textiles Order as 
footwear. 





Khaki Blanket Supplies 


The Board of Trade wish to correct recent mis-statements 
about the supply of cotton blankets against priority dockets. 
Unwhipped khaki cotton warp blankets with woollen weft, 
which are stamped with the maximum retail selling price of 
24s. 7d. may be supplied by retailers and wholesalers agairst 
dockets for woollen blankets. 

Owing to the general shortage of blankets it has been necessary 
to direct a considerable number of khaki blankets into the stocks 
which have been set aside especially for meeting priority dockets, 
and wholesalers are apportioning them equitably with white 
and grey blankets against dockets which they receive. 

It should be noted that a priority docket does not of itself give 
the customer a right to demand any particular type of colour of 
blanket, and if a customer refuses to accept a khaki cotton warp 
blanket which her retailer has obtained for her against her docket, 
the docket cannot be returned to her and the retailer can sell the 
blanket to any other customer.

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Questions and Answers in Parliament 


Asked whether he was now in a position to announce a con- 
structive programme of world trade development before this 
country, the President of the Board of Trade in the House of 
Commons on Monday said the discussions now taking place in 
Washington, would be extended before long into a wider inter- 
national conference on overseas trade. At the present stage of 
the discussions he was unable to make a detailed statement on 
the broader aspects of trade policy affecting Governments. 

Whatever the results of these discussions, it was vital that our 
own, export trade should be revived and expanded. To this end, 
plans were going forward. 

At present our manufacturers and merchants had a welcome 
volume of orders on their books. The Government was taking 
every possible step to speed up the reconversion of industry so 
that these orders might be fulfilled with the least delay. But 
they must prepare now for the time when the seller’s market might 
no longer exist, and immediate arrangements should be devised 
so far as possible, to assure a continuing market after the excep- 
tionally favourable conditions of the present have disappeared. 

“T have already authorised the removal of export licensing 
requirements affecting a long list of commodities,” he continued. 
“Invitations have also gone out to a number of Export Groups 
and representaive bodies in industry to meetings at which 
their export problems will be reviewed and other invitations 
to similar meetings will follow. I am also asking Working Parties 
to make recommendations to me for the expansion of the export 
trade of those industries for which such Committees have been, 
or will be, appointed. Visits by our exporters to overseas 
markets are being facilitated. The staffs of our Embassies and 
Legations and at the offices of His Majesty’s Trade Commis- 
sioners Overseas are being strengthened so that they may give a 
fuller service to our exporters. 

“The Government appeals particularly to all manufacturers 
who have had little or no first-hand experience of our export 
trade to prepare to play their part in its expansion. I would 
ask them to do this either directly by arranging with United 
Kingdom export merchant firms to market their goods abroad 
by directly appointing selling agents overseas or by making 
joint selling arrangements with other manufacturers. The 
Department of Overseas Trade will welcome enquiries. The 
Regional Controllers of the Board of Trade and the Export 
Credits Guarantee Department will readily render assistance. 
The Trade Associations and Export Groups (including the 
National General Merchants Export Group) will help intending 
exporters to prepare their plans.” 


Grey Flannel Trousers 

Replying to another question the President said the produc- 
tion of grey flannel trousers was being maintained at the highest 
level which supplies of cloth will permit. Special priority was 
being given, to the return of labour to the textile industries, but, 
in view of the large and urgent programme of clothing for the 
Forces on demobilisation, no substantial improvement in supplies 
of flannel trousers for the civilian population could be expected 
immediately. 


Employment in South Wales 

Asked what facilities were being provided for the employment 
of women and girls in Wales, Sir Stafford said substantial pro- 
gress had been made in increasing the number and range of 
opportunities of industrial émployment for both men and women. 
In addition to the conversion of surplus Government factories 
to civilian production, which would give peace-time employment 
to about 20,000 people, approval had already been given to 53 
industrial building schemes in South Wales. It was estimated 
that these schemes should in due time give additional employ- 
ment to nearly 16,000 workers, of whom just over half would be 
women. Further schemes were under consideration. 


Men’s Austerity Socks 

Asked if he would allow men’s socks to be made the normal 
length, Sir Stafford said he was keeping constantly under review 
the possibility of removing this and other austerity restrictions ; 
but he would not remove restrictions until he was satisfied that 
yarn supplies are sufficient for the purpose. 


Monthly Trade Returns 

In reply to a questioner as to when it was proposed to resume 
publication of the Monthly Trade and Navigation Returns, Sir 
Stafford said that as was announced in the Board of Trade 
Journal for September 29, publication of the detailed monthly 
Trade and Navigation Accounts would be resumed in the normal 
from next year. For the remainder of this year, detailed accounts 


would be published quarterly, and these will be supplemented 
by summary figures for the intermediate months. Sir Stafford 
also said it was intended to resume publication of the Statistical 
Abstract for the United Kingdom and the Statistical Abstract 
for the British Empire as soon as circumstances permit, but this 
was not likely to be for a considerable time. 


Deconcentration of Industries 

Asked if he would state his present policy with regard to 
deconcentration of those industries which have been concen- 
trated, the President said administrative arrangements have 
been made to speed up the procedure for dealing with applications 
to “‘ de-concentrate.”” There was only a small number of impor- 
tant industries in which, for the present, owing to special circum- 
stances such as acute shortage of raw material, or the danger of 
unduly uneconomic operation, reopening could not be permitted 
except after fuller scrutiny of proposals and on a selective basis. 


Paper Supplies for Books 

On the subject of paper supply for books, with special demands 
for overseas demands, Sir Stafford said that as a result of an 
improvement in paper supplies and a reduction in Government 
requirements, he had been able to arrange for an increase in 
publishers’ quotas from 50 to 65 per cent. of pre-war usage as 
from the end of this month. Publishers were urged to use as 
much of this increase as possible for expanding their exports. 


Shadow Factories 

How many shadow and other factories, financed by the 
Government for war purposes, had been reconverted or were 
in process of reconversion for peace production? the President 
was asked; also could he give an assurance that he would 
expedite the post-war reconstruction of all such factories so as 
to maintain, a high level of employment ? 

Sir Stafford replied: 114 factories owned by the Government 
have so far been allocated for conversion to peace-time produc- 
tion. The answer to the second part of the question is “ Yes, 
Sir.” 


Company Law Report 

Questioned about the Report of the Committee on Company 
Law Amendment, presided over by Mr. Justice Cohen, Sir 
Stafford said the Government had decided to accept the Com- 
mittee’s recommendations in full. A Bill to give effect to them 
would be prepared and introduced as soon as the heavy pro- 
gramme of legislation will permit. Meanwhile he hoped that 
companies wherever possible would bring their practice into line 
with the Committee’s recommendations. 


Hillington Factory 

The President was asked to make a statement on the future 
of the Rolls Royce factory at Hillington, Renfrewshire. Sir 
Stafford said his Department had recently been informed by 
the Ministry of Supply and Aircraft Production that about half 
of this factory will not be required by Messrs. Rolls Royce and 
was therefore available for allocation to other users. ‘This 
portion, of the factory would revert to Scottish Industrial Estates, 
who were taking steps, in association with the Regional Con- 
troller of the Board of Trade, to interest suitable firms. It was 
too early to state what products would be produced or how many 
workers were likely to be employed. 


Liverpool Cotton Market 


Asked whether he proposed to continue the war-time practice 
of bulk purchase, control and distribution of raw cotton in view 
of the fact that this would result in the extinction of the Liverpool 
Cotton Market, the President said dealings in cotton futures in 
this country had been suspended since the end of March 1941, 
when the Government took over the importation of raw cotton. 
The importation of cotton on Government account must continue 
for a considerable period, but final decisions on the long term 
policy had not yet been taken. He was receiving a deputation 
from the Liverpool Cotton Association on the matter shortly. 


Fur Imports 

Questioned about the importation of furs, Sir Stafford said 
the principal countries from which fur skins were imported were : 
Canada, Union of South Africa, India, Newfoundland, Russia, 
Sweden, Norway, France, Persia, Afghanistan, the United States 
and Argentina. No information was available about the number 
and value of fur skins imported since import restrictions were 
lifted on September 8. The number of skins imported and 
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exported was not recorded; the declared value is given in the 
following table :—

N. Wales Industries 


Mr. Ellis Smith, replying to a question, said he considered the 
memorandum from the North Wales Post-war Development 
Committee, and fully appreciated the serious economic position 
of certain parts of North Wales. In pursuance of the Govern- 
ment’s plan for maintaining a high and stable level of employ- 
ment, encouragement was being given to the establishment of 
new industries in all areas likely to suffer from heavy and pro- 
longed unemployment. Some progress has already been made 
in the development of new projects in North Wales. 

A number of earlier questions were answered in written form 
by the Parliamentary Secretary, Mr. Ellis Smith. 


Facilities in N. Ireland 


He informed a questioner that the attention of industrialists 
was being drawn to the facilities available in Northern Ireland ; 
and arrangements had already been made to turn over those 
Government-owned factories, which had become surplus to 
requirements, to selected contractors for peacetime industry. 


Claims of East Anglia 

Asked if, in allocating facilities for increasing export trade, he 
would consider the special claims of East Anglia, Mr. Ellis Smith 
said he would. Every effort was being made to ensure that all 
available resources were used for the development of home and 
export trades. 


Footwear Shortage 


Questioned about the shortage of women’s and children’s foot- 
wear and asked if the best grades were still being manufactured 
for export, Mr. Ellis Smith said the difficulties were common 
to all classes of footwear. He was doing all he could to enable 
production to be increased, and it was hoped the steps taken 
to speed up the return of labour to the footwear industry would 
shortly begin to produce a general improvement in supplies. 
Exports of footwear were still limited to the essential needs of 
certain Empire countries. They accounted for a very small 
percentage of total production. 


Weekly Trade Figures 

Requested to publish the weekly figures of British imports 
and exports by countries, Mr. Ellis Smith replied that weekly 
figures were not compiled, and, with the great fluctuations 
which took place from week to week in the movement of goods, 
publication of weekly figures would not be of value. 


Cloth Supplies 

Mr. Ellis Smith said he was not aware that many clothing 
manufacturers who were not members of nucleus groups were 
unable to obtain sufficient cloth of any kind in exchange for the 
coupons obtained through sales of clothing at their shops. A 
proportion of the utility cloth was set aside for manufacturers 
who are not members of nucleus groups, and non-utility cloth 
was not distributed under any allocation scheme. The present 
system would be reviewed as soon as an improvement in supplies 
would permit. 


Changes of Address 

The President was asked if he was aware that firms in Northern 
Ireland were having difficulty in getting in touch with com- 
panies in England who had left their old addresses during the 
war; and if he would consider broadcasts asking companies 
who had left their old addresses to make their new addresses known 
to their old clients. Mr. Ellis Smith said the difficulty was not 
peculiar to Northern Ireland, and he was considering suitable 
methods of calling the attention of firms to the matter. 


Bicycle Tyres 
Asked about the shortage of bicycle tyres and inner tubes, 
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Mr. Ellis Smith said production in the United Kingdom was 
limited primarily by a shortage of labour in the tyre industry, 
There was a world-wide shortage, and we were under an obliga. 
tion also to contribute to the essential requirements of the 
Empire and our Allies whose territories were over-run by the 
enemy and whose needs were most urgent and vital. There was 
no immediate prospect of a substantial increase in supplies at 
home, but there should be a steady improvement in production, 
and he hoped that the shortage would be considerably eased 
early next year. 





Tobacco for Hand-made 
Cigarettes 


The Direction dated June 3, 1942, restricting the amount of 
tobacco used in making cigarettes by hand has, from October 22, 
1945, been revoked by a further Direction made by the Board of 
Trade (S. R. & O. 1945, No. 1271). 

It is not expected that there will be any appreciable increase 
in the small number of workers employed, most of whom are 
unsuitable for factory work. 





Rationed Goods for R.N. and 
W.R.N.S. 


A press notice was published on June 27, 1945, in connection 
with the General Licence (S. R. & O. 1945, No. 377), which 
authorised the supply of specified types of rationed goods to R.N. 
and W.R.N.S. ratings and other ranks Royal Marines without 
the surrender of coupons on presentation of a certificate in the 
form specified in the schedule to the licence. 

This notice advised traders that Certificates issued prior to 
July 1, 1945, although not in the specified form, would be 
accepted by the Board through the trader’s coupon account at 
the bank until further notice. 

Traders are now advised that the Board will not accept on or 
after October 20 any certificates which are not in the standard 
form prescribed in the Schedule to the General Licence. 





Wigan Factory Allocated 


The Board of Trade announce that part of the Ministry of 
Supply factory at Standish, Wigan, Lancs., has been allocated 
to Messrs. H. J. Heinz & Co. Ltd. for the production of foodstuffs. 
They will employ about 1,000 people. The factory has hitherto 
been used for the production of small arms ammunition.

Draft Code of Building Practice 


The British Standards Institution have recently issued on 
behalf of the Codes of Practice Committee draft Chapter X, 
“ Dirt and Vermin,” of the Code of Functional Requirements of 
Buildings and invite comments thereon. 

With certain classes of buildings, the risk of infestation by 
vermin and rodents assumes very great importance. This 
chapter describes the general precautions necessary, in the 
design and construction of a building and its equipment and 
fittings, to reduce this risk to a minimum: it includes details 
of the special constructional precautions required to guard 
against rodents, bed bugs, flies, cockroaches and bettles, etc. 

Any comments on the draft will be welcomed and fully 
considered before the chapter is finally approved.

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Exemption of Drugs from Purchase Tax 


The Treasury have made an Order under Section 20 of the 
Finance (No. 2) Act, 1940, entitled “‘ The Purchase Tax (Exemp- 
tions) (No. 2) Order, 1945” (S. R. & O. 1945, No. 1263), the 
effect of which is to exempt from Purchase Tax the drugs which 
are specified in the First Schedule to the Order. 

The exemption applies only to goods which are delivered on 
sale, or appropriated to retail trade or similar purposes, on or 
after October 20, 1945, or, in the case of imported goods, which 
are entered with the Customs or delivered from bonded ware- 
house for home consumption, as the case may be, on or after 
October 20, 1945. No rebate of tax can be allowed on goods in 
retail stock which have already borne the tax. 

The drugs which were exempted under the Purchase Tax 
(Exemptions) (No. 1) Order, 1941, and which are listed on 
pages 7 to 10 of Notice No. 78B remain exempt. The effect of 
the new Order is to amplify and in some respects to recast the 
list of drugs already exempt. A revised Notice No. 78B, incor- 
porating in a single Schedule all the exempt drugs, will shortly 
be issued and a copy will be supplied to all registered traders 
likely to be concerned. 

Traders should inform the Officer of Customs and Excise of 
those preparations which they claim are entitled to exemption 
under the Order and should consult the Commissioners, through 
the local Officer, in any case of doubt.

New Handkerchief Directions : The Board of Trade have issued 
the Handkerchiefs (No. 3) Directions 1945 (S. R. & O. 1945, 
No. 1245), obtainable, price ld., through any newsagent or 
bookseller or direct from H.M. Stationery Office, Kingsway, 
London, W.C.2.

(1) Three new specifications for utility cotton handkerchiefs 
are added to the range in a men’s, boys’ and women’s size.

(3) Provision is made for the specification number as well as 
the utility mark to be marked on all utility handkerchiefs. 

(4) Provision is also made for the marking of handkerchiefs 
with the specification number prefixed by the letter “g” and 
for the maximum price to be charged by the manufacturer for 
the handkerchiefs so marked. This provision is designed to 
facilitate the production in the future of utility handkerchiefs 
from surplus Government cloth. Handkerchiefs so produced 
will not comply in all particulars with the description of the 
handkerchiefs set out in the Directions, but will be subject to 
the maximum price appropriate to the specification number.

Fertiliser and Industrial Ammonia Control: The Minister of 
Supply has agreed to release Mr. Howard Cunningham and 
Mr. F. C. O. Speyer from their posts of Fertilisers Controller and 
Industrial Ammonia Controller. 

The functions of the Fertilisers and Industrial Ammonia 
Controls will in future be discharged by directorates under the 
Raw Materials Department. 

Mr. E. T. Casdagli, the Assistant Secretary concerned in the 
Department, will also act, for the time being, as Director of 
Fertilisers. Mr. R. Fuller has been appointed Assistant Director. 

Mr. C. R. Maxwell Eley has been appointed Director of 
Nitrogen Supplies and will be responsible for the work relating 
to industrial ammonia (including nitrogen fertilisers) hitherto 
carried out by the Industrial Ammonia Control. 

The offices of the Directorate of Fertilisers will be at 56 Mount 
Ephraim, Tunbridge Wells, and those of the Directorate of 
Nitrogen Supplies at 3 Buckingham Gate, London, 8.W.1. 
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Builders’ Goods of Iron and Steel: From October 1, 1945, a 
Certificate to Purchase builders’ manufactured goods of iron and 
steel will no longer be required unless the iron and/or steel 
content of the individual article is more than 5 cwt. Hitherto 
a Certificate to Purchase has been required when the irdividual 
article contained 3 ewt. or more of iron and/or steel. 

This procedure does not apply to heat storage cookers which 
require a Certificate to Purchase whatever the weight. 

The attention of merchants and suppliers of builders’ manu- 
factured goods is drawn to the fact that the “ M ” authorisation 
is primarily an instrument to acquire iron and steel for manu- 
facturing purposes. Bulk authorisations are at present given 
by the appropriate Government Departments to manufacturers 
of builders’ goods required for civilian purposes up to the pro- 
duction capacity of the individual manufacturers and within the 
limits of raw materials available. It is not necessary for users 
to apply to the appropriate Government Departments for “ M ” 
authorisations to acquire manufactured builders’ goods because 
requirements are met out of such bulk authorisations.

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Post-war Trade Prospects between 
Great Britain and Canada 


Post-war trade prospects between Great Britain and Canada 
are discussed in a “‘ Review of Commercial Conditions in 
Canada,”* prepared by Mr. A. M. Wiseman, C.M.G., M.C., His 
Majesty’s Senior Trade Commissioner in Canada, recently pub- 
lished by the Department of Overseas Trade. 

The review indicated that in spite of her relatively small 
population Canada was, just before the war, one of the principal 
exporting cour tries of the world, ranking fourth after the United 
Kingdom, the United States and Germany. 

On the basis of the average rates of exchange between the 
Canadian dollar and the pound sterling prevailing in the years 
referred to below the following table shows the value of Canada’s 
imports, exports and favourable trade balances ; 1935-1939 :—

Pre-war Trade with U.K. 


Just as Canada’s pre-war balance of trade with the United 
Statec in each of the four years 1935-1939 was consistently un- 
favoutable, so her balance with the United Kingdom was con- 
sistently favourable, averaging in each of the same years $231 
millions (approximately £47-3 millions). The following table, 
based on Canadian official statistics (which it should be remem- 
bered, record imports as well as exports of f.o.b. values), shows 
the United Kingdom’s adverse balance of trade with Canada in 
pre-war years :—

the ten years before the war, was responsible for more than two 
thirds of Canada’s favourable trade balance on her aggregate 
1935-39 export trade. 

With many of the countries with which Canada had a favour- 
able trade balance the United Kingdom had an unfavourable 
trade balance ; in other words, Canada depended for her favour- 
able balance of trade in pre-war years in very large measure 
directly upon her trade with the United Kingdom and, it might 
be argued, indirectly upon the United Kingdom’s ability to 
purchase on a large scale from many other countries from which 
Canada derived favourable, though smaller, balances. 

The table on page 540, based on United Kingdom official 
statistics, show the principal exports to Canada of United 
Kingdom produce and manufactures for the years 1936-39. 

The following table, based on Canadian statistics, shows 
Canada’s imports for consumption from the United Kingdom 
acoording to degree of manufacture, 1937-39 :—

These figures are recorded for their interest only. To compare 
them with pre-war years would be misleading, and they are pro- 
bably of little value in terms of peace-time trading. Imports 
from the United Kingdom were restricted by war-time supply 
and labour conditions, and a considerable percentage of such 
trade as was done was subsidised by the Canadian Government. 
Exports to the United Kingdom were swelled by the shipment 
of vast quantities of war supplies, foodstuffs, etc., and were in 
large part financed by the billion dollar gift and Mutual Aid. 

Imports from the United States were greatly inflated because 
of Canada’s own large programme of production for war and 
by the inclusion of Lend-Lease goods on United Kingdom 
account sent to Canada for incorporation into equipment being 
made in Canada for the United Kingdom. Exports to the 
United States were increased by reason of United States orders 
placed in Canada under the Hyde Park agreement. 

Similarly large exports by Canada to such countries as India, 
China, Egypt, Italy and Russia were in the main comprised of 
war materials shipped under Mutual Aid. Substantial ex- 
ports to Switzerland are accounted for almost entirely by Red 
Cross parcels for prisoners of war in Germany. 

Because of the ease with which Canada’s huge figures of domes- 
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tic exports can be misinterpreted the Canadian Goverment has 
recently made it clear that “ at least 80 per cent. of the country’s 
current exports comprise material used directly in the prosecution 
of the war and thus only 20 per cent. is normal and non-war 
trade.” 


War-time Industrialisation 


It is impossible within the scope of this brief review to give 
any adequate indication of the development which has taken 
place in Canada’s productive facilities during the war. It is 
proposed merely to give some statistics of domestic production 
and to make some general observations on the type of indus- 
trialisation which has taken place. 

The estimated cash income from the sale of all Canadian farm 
products increased 93 per cent. from £157 millions in 1939 to 
£314 millions in 1943. The following table shows the value of 
farm products sold in 1939 and 1943 :—

Post-war Market for U.K. Exports 


Canada, like the United Kingdom, is concerned to maintain 
the maximum possible employment after the war. More than 
three quarters of a million men and women in the Armed Forces 
will have to be re-absorbed into civilian life, while during the 
war it is estimated that the labour force has been swelled by more 
than 500,000 persons. 

With the increase in activity of all kinds which the war has 
brought to Canada unemployment has been reduced to a mini- 
mum and the national income has soared to figures never reached 
before. Estimated by the Bureau of Statistics to have amounted 
to about $4,500 millions in 1939, it has increased to about 
$9,000 millions by the end of 1944. If maximum employment 
is to be maintained it is clear that national income will require 
to be kept at a high level and economists estimate that for 1950, 
when some of the more immediate war-time shortages may have 
been filled, a reasonable figure might be $6,000 millions. Only 
if the national income is maintained at such a level will the 
burden of internal indebtedness be fairly easily bearable. 
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With these considerations in mind the Canadian Government 
has taken various steps to help solve the problems of reconstruc- 
tion and reconversion in the field of both domestic and externa] 
trade. 


Domestic Trade 


Most of the measures taken to date have been financial in 
character and have sought to make it easier for the individual 
Canadian to borrow at reasonable rates the money needed to 
develop new industrial enterprises; to effect repairs to his 
home, to build a new home or to purchase new farm equipment. 
Floor prices have been established for all agricultural products 
during the transition from war to peace and the same is to be 
done in respect of fisheries products. Some taxation amendments 
aim at facilitating business expansion after the war. 

A specific measure of considerable interest was the establish- 
ment of an Industrial Development Bank as a subsidiary of the 
Bank of Canada, to extend loans to economically sound enter- 
prises that cannot arrange the necessary financing with chartered 
banks or on the investment market. It is designed to fill the 
gap between the short term bank loans and the investment 
market, which is limited to large-scale enterprises. 


Export Trade 


It has been estimated that three out of every eight Canadians 
are directly dependent for their livelihood on the Dominion’s 
export trade and economists believe that if post-war national 
income is to be maintained in the neighbourgood of $6,000 
millions, about $1,500 millions’ worth of goods will need to be 
exported yearly. It is not therefore surprising that Canada 
strongly supports the Bretton Woods plan for a world bank 
and currency stabilisation fund and that the Prime Minister 
should have stated :— 

“We need commercial stability and progressive removals of 
barriers to trade. We need stability to enable business to look 
ahead and to plan with confidence. We need a ceiling on tariffs 
and trade restrictions. A further step of advantage to all would 
be an agreement among nations for the progressive annual 
reduction of tariffs until agreed levels were reached.” 

Among measures designed to promote export trade an Export 
Credits Insurance Corporation has been set up, in part to enable 
Canadian exporters to insure themselves against the risk of loss 
involved in the export of Canadian-produced goods and in part 
to provide assistance to foreign governments for a period of three 
years by guaranteeing that, in case of default, the Canadian 
Government will pay the obligations of a foreign government 
on a contract entered into by a foreign government and an 
exporter for the export of Canadian-produced goods, by making 
loans to a foreign government to enable it to buy Canadian- 
produced goods; and by purchasing, or guaranteeing, the 
securities of a foreign government, issued to pay for goods 
purchased in Canada. Additionally, the Canadian Trade 
Commissioner Service is being strengthened and new posts 
opened. 


Import Trade 


Speaking in December 1944 to the Canadian Exporters’ 
Association, Canada’s Minister of Trade and Commerce, stressing 
the importance to Canada of the greatest possible expansion in 
world trade and her vital stake in the recovery of the United 
Kingdom as a great trading nation, said :— 

“One of the greatest single questions that Canada has to face 
is that of determining how and to what extent Britain’s Canadian 
dollar position can be strengthened. It seems as clear as the hand- 
writing on the wall that our exports to the British market must 
depend, as never before, upon the size of the dollar fund which 
Britain obtains through the sale of British goods in Canada.” 

To give effect to the recognised truth that trade is a two-way 
affair and that, if a country wishes to sell, it must in its turn 
buy, the Canadian Department of Trade and Commerce has 
recently set up an Import Division to consider the question of 
the country’s essential import trade and instructions have been 
issued to Trade Commissioners to interest themselves in the 
export of goods to Canada from the countries in which they are 
stationed. These developments have beon widely approved 
throughout the country. 


U.K. Participation 


It is, then, in this friendly and co-operative atmosphere that 
United Kingdom -manufactures must try not only to recover 
but to expand their markets in Canada. The task will not prove 
an easy one because of the great industrialisation which has 
taken place during the war and because of the greater dependence 
upon the United States that has been forced upon Canadian 
buyers. Nevertheless there seem to be good reasons why they 
should not be discouraged and why the difficulties to be faced 
should not be regarded as a deterrent but rather as a challenge. 

It is impossible to estimate just how serious a factor in post-

war trade war-time plants are likely to prove. In many cases 
they have been built almost regardless of cost and the equipment 
contained in them is the most modern available. In a recent 
report the Senior Trade Commissioner wrote :— 

“For the first time in its history Canada may be said to be 
fully tooled up and to have a skilled labour force competent to 
produce nearly anything to which industry cares to set its hand. 
It will possess extensive manufacturing establishments, the 
cost of which will have been largely, if not wholly, written off. 
Secure in the knowledge of war-time achievements the country 
will not willingly return to the position of being merely a secon- 
dary manufacturing nation. On the other hand 

(a) Canada’s productive capacity will be enormously in excess 
of possible domestic peace-time requirements. 

(b) Its export competitive ability is quite unknown. 

(c) Many of the tools installed for war-time production are 
single-purpose tools and have no peace-time use. 

(d) By the end of the war quite possibly a good deal of the plant 
and equipment will be severely worn. 

(e) Much of the labour employed in war-time plants on mass 
production has no training in peace-time methods, when in 
all probability mass production will no longer be possible.” 

It would seem to be not at all improbable that, as a result of 
the development of basic manufacture in the Dominion during 
the war and planned for the future, the United Kingdom’s share 
in the market for such products as tinplate, high-grade steels, 
certain industrial chemicals, wool tops and noils, rayon staple 
fibre, etc., may decline: nevertheless, if the economy of the 
country can be maintained on a prosperous basis and the national 
income remains high, there is certain to be a much more stable 
demand for consumer goods, and there will be a real desire to 
buy from United Kingdom firms actively catering for the 
market.

Quality of U.K. Plant 


It may further be stated that, even though they have been 
largely unobtainable during the war, United Kingdom plant 
and equipment are well and favourably known in Canada on 
account of the excellence of their quality and Canadian purchasers 
will be glad to be able to return to old sources of supply. This 
is a field that United Kingdom firms should study much more 
carefully than they have done in the past and not be fearful of 
their United States competitors across the border. A lot of 
business has gone to the United States because it was the line 
of least resistance and because United Kingdom firms were 
not actively seeking trade. With proper representation and 
with a greater readiness to make minor modifications to meet 
local requirements, the situation might be greatly improved. 

Some United Kingdom manufacturers may find that, on 
account of inability to compete with local production, it would 
pay them to manufacture in Canada. There are many Canadian 
firms anxious and willing to associate themselves with United 
Kingdom manufacturers in the production of their lines in 
Canada. Such firms are often in a position to provide the 
necessary finance (an important consideration since shortage 
of exchange may be an obstacle to financial participation from 
the United Kingdom) and need look to the United Kingdom 
only for the rights to build the equipment for the necessary 
specialised machinery and for the skilled technicians to provide 
the required “‘ know-how.” Association with such firms can 
give United Kingdom manufacturers Dominion-wide sales and 
service organisations which they might find it financially 
impossible to furnish for themselves and which in any event 
would take a number of years to create. 


United States Competition 


Three is no doubt that proximity to Canada and the fact 
that in many ways the Dominion is merely an extension of their 
own home market have given United States manufacturers a 


great advantage over United Kingdom firms. This advantage ‘ 


has been increased by the conditions of war which have made it 
ifipossible for the United Kingdom to maintain its old connec- 
tions and have forced Canadian importers to seek alternative 
sources of supply in the United States. 

American manufacturers have naturally taken full advantage 
of this situation and in a number of cases they are known to have 
shown greater consideration to Canadians than to their own home 
customers in the hope of being able to hold their business after 
the war. This consideration has naturally been appreciated by 
Canadian buyers, though the war-time quality of much United 
States merchandise has not created a very favourable impression. 
Nevertheless there is little doubt that the styling of some United 
States goods used in substitution for merchandise normally 
imported from the United Kingdom has tended to create a 
demand that is likely to persist; United Kingdom firms will 
have to pay attention to it if they wish to recover their pre-war 
ascendency. 

In the past United Kingdom manufacturers were apt to state 
that they could not compete in Canada because the size of the 
market was not sufficient to permit the manufacture of the 
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special types, sizes and styles required at a price that would 
prove to be competitive with Canadian and United States 
production. But some firms who did manufacture specially 
were surprised to find markets for such goods in the other 
Dominions as well and sometimes even in the home market. 

It is suggested that one of the outcomes of the war may prove 
to be the spread of certain demand for north American styles, 
etc. to all those traditionally British markets where United 
States forces have been stationed (not excepting the United , 
Kingdom itself) and that manufacturers, as a consequence, will 
be able to make for the Canadian market in the reasonable 
assurance that a substantial demand for similar goods will also 
be found elsewhere. How widely this may prove to be the case 
cannot, of course, be estimated, but it is a consideration which 
should most certainly be borne in mind. 


Goods Formerly from Enemy Sources 


Exports to Canada from Germany and Japan were similar 
to the goods shipped by those countries to other parts of the 
Commonwealth. The Department of Overseas Trade is in 
possession of detailed lists and can furnish particulars to 
interested enquirers. It may be possible for United Kingdom 
manufacturers to supply some of the merchandise formerly 
imported from these countries but the market will be keenly 
competed for by domestic, United States and other foreign 
manufacturers. Some forty refugee industries established them- 
selves in Canada just before, or in the early days of, the war. 
They have brought with them some of the traditional skills of 
Central Europe. 

United Kingdom manufactures enjoy a high reputation in 
Canada for the excellence of their quality and it is to be hoped 
that after the war this reputation will be maintained. It is 
true, nevertheless, that high quality in consumer merchandise 
often means high prices and, because Canada provides a market 
principally for medium and low priced goods, many United 
Kingdom firms have only been able to cater for quite a limited 
demand. The bulk demand has been met by local production 
and by imports from the United States. 

For most consumer goods of a class suitable for quantity 
production, Canada is an extension of the United States domestic 
market. Canadians therefore are accustomed to getting value 
for money. If the United Kingdom is to increase its exports 
to the Dominion, consideration will have to be given to the 
possibility of catering for the really large demand. The market 
for quality goods may increase if the national income can be 
maintained as suggested above, but the big demand will still be 
for merchandise in the medium and low price categories. 


Market for Quality Goods 


Reporting recently on this matter the Senior Trade Com- 
missioner stated :— 

‘“* Department, and other store managers are always looking 
for goods of all categories which represent value for money. 
Provided that United Kingdom goods are what the market wants 
and really represent value for money, they will be bought, 
whether they are $10-00 per dozen, $1-00 per dozen or 25c 
per dozen. But if they are goods for which there is no demand 
or are not produced to suit Canadian taste or requirements, the 
excellence of value for money will be of no avail. 

United Kingdom manufacturers will be unwise, in any range 
of articles, to cheapen price at the expense of quality, if better 
quality goods from other sources are available at similar prices. 
They may make some sales but only at the expense of their 
reputation. We must try to avoid the reputation of producing 
‘cheap and nasty ’ goods and we must justify the general belief 
that we give good value for money, however cheap in fact the 
article may be. : 

Provided that United Kingdom manufacturers who adopt 
quantity production methods can produce good quality for 
price and turn out the style of goods that the market wants or 
can be persuaded to want, there is no reason why they should 
not do good business in the Dominion without harming either 
themselves or the general reputation for quality which the 
United Kingdom enjoys.” 

The above comments do not, of course, apply to capital goods. 
United Kingdom machinery and equipment have an enviable 
reputation for reliability which should on no account be jeo- 
pardised. 

Many United Kingdom manufacturers were unsatisfactorily 
represented in the Dominion before the war, and undoubtedly 
much business was lost through the failure of principals to keep 
in sufficiently close touch with the market. An opportunity is 
now presented to reorganise sales and distribution methods. 

In many lines competition with domestic and United States 
manufacturers will be difficult unless facilities are provided 
similar to those which they have found to be necessary. In 
some fields group or co-operative sales organisations may be 
found to provide the right solution. Certainly the market 
demands much closer attention than has been paid to it in the 
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past and manufacturers are urged to recognise their common 
interest in promoting the sale of all types of United Kingdom 
merchandise in Canada. The Department of Overseas trade 
and the Trade Commissioners in Canada are in a position to give 
manufacturers valuable advice on this subject. 

The United Kingdom’s need of exports cannot be sufficiently 
emphasised. They are essential to a balanced national economy, 
without which the imports necessary to maintain a reasonable 
standard of living in the United Kingdom cannot be purchased. 
Canada is in a similar position and she herself urgently requires 
to export many of the foodstuffs, raw materials and manufac- 
tured products which the United Kingdom must in any case 
buy from abroad. It is clear therefore that the sale of United 
Kingdom goods to Canada is of major importance to both 
countries. Manufacturers who recognise this truth, and who 
consequently do all in their power to stimulate the export of 
their products to the Dominion, will do much to facilitate the 
maintenance of a stable economy in both countries and the 
gradual return to a system of free world exchange.

Shipments to India 


The India Office announces that control of the shipment from 
the United Kingdom of individual items of civil cargo to India 
has been discontinued, and in future all cargo offering will be 
shipped by the shipping lines without their seeking guidance 
from the India Office as to priorities. 

It has been possible in many cases in the past for the India 
Office to check before authorising the shipment of particular 
consignments that the necessary action has been taken to comply 
with the Indian import licence requirements. In future they will 
not be able to do this. Shippers are reminded, therefore, of their 
responsibility for ensuring that all consignments shipped to 
India are covered by an Indian import licence (including where 
appropriate an Indian Open General Licence) unless the con- 
signments have individually been sponsored by the India Office 
under the Consumer Goods scheme or otherwise. 


Importers of consignments not covered by the Government of 
India’s rules will be liable for the penalties provided under those 
rules.

Tin Stocks in Malaya 


The Ministry of Supply announces that it is officially reported 
that so far stocks of tin metal atnounting to 17,000 tons have been 
discovered in Malaya, 
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Record U.S. Wheat Crop 


The record wheat crop which is now assured in the United 
States has served in some measure to offset a smaller crop in 
Canada and reduced year-end stocks in both countries, states a 
recent review of the situation published by the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics, Ottawa. The total supply of wheat in 
North America for the 1945-46 season would now appear to be 
about 10 per cent. less than in 1944-45. Wheat stocks in 
Argentina and Australia have declined much more sharply than 
in North America, while there have been no exports from 
Australia for some months. The movement of wheat overseas 
from North American ports is expected to remain somewhere 
near the high level attained during the latter part of the crop 
year just closed. 


U.S. All-time Record 


The latest official estimate available places production of 
wheat in the United States this year at an all-time record of 
1,146 million bushels, the second record crop in two years and 
the third in that country’s history to exceed a billion bushels. 
The carryover of old wheat at the end of the crop year amounted 
to 281 million bushels, so that total supplies, exclusive of imports, 
are greater than those of 1943-44. 

Canada’s wheat crop is late and cutting did not get under 
way in many of those districts where yields are heaviest until 
nearly the end of August. While the first official estimate of 
production will not be made until September 12, private esti- 
mates place the western wheat crop at about 300 million bushels. 
If the spring wheat crop measures up to this mark, the wheat 
harvest for the whole of Canada will exceed 320 million bushels. 
A crop of this size added to the July 31 carry-over of 258 million 
bushels would give this country a total supply of some 215 million 
bushels less than in 1944-45. 

. The disappearance of wheat in the Dominion during the past 
crop year has been about 534 million bushels, or approximately 
the same as in 1943-44. Exports accounted for about 350 million 
bushels, with nearly 300 million bushels being cleared to overseas 
destinations. The maintenance of this rate of exports during 
this new crop year would cut Canadian wheat supplies to some 
70 million bushels at July 31, 1946. 


Argentina Stocks 


Althoygh Argentina’s exportable surplus of wheat in commer- 
cial positions at July 15 was officially estimated at 105 million 
bushels, no indication of the size of farm stocks was given. In 
addition, some 71 million bushels which were being held “ for 
internal consumption and earmarked for international agree- 
ments and donations” were excluded in estimating the export- 
able surplus. Sufficient wheat, therefore, appears to be available 
to permit some increase in the rate of exports which averaged 
about 2 million bushels per week during the first half of 1945. 
The availability of ocean shipping and domestic rail capacity 
to the ports have proved to be limiting factors during the war 
years. 

Although prospects for the new crop in Australia, which will 
be harvested in December and January, are still very promising, 
present stocks are so low as to curtail milling operations. Supplies 
of wheat at the end of July were down to 33-5 million bushels so 
that a significant part of the new crop will be required to re- 
establish reserve stocks. 


Europe’s Need of Grain 


Cabled advices from Europe continue to emphasise the 
reduction in grain production compared with a year ago and the 
need for very substantial imports of wheat and coarse grains. 
The harvesting of grain on the Continent is rapidly drawing to 
a close and reports continue to indicate an out-turn below 
that of last year. Almost every country in Europe is in need of 
grain, with the possible exception of the Danube Basin. Un- 
fortunately, lack of dependable statistical information renders 
impossible an acgurate appraisal of Europe’s import needs for 
the coming year. However, some private authorities have 
reckoned that the total European needs will amourt to over 
500 million bushels. 
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French-owned Bank 
Balances 


As preliminary measures for giving effect to the provisions of 
the Anglo-French Property Agreement signed on August 29, 
1945 (Cmd. 6675), the Board of Trade have taken the following 
steps in regard to French assets in the United Kingdom :— 

Bank Balances not exceeding £500. The Custodian of Enemy 
Property has been directed to take the necessary action to enable 
bankers to reconstitute in favour of the original account holders 
the accounts in sterling and quoted foreign currency of French 
persons where the balances under Custodian control of August 29, 
1945, did not exceed £500 or the equivalent in foreign currency. 

Registered Securities owned by Individuals. The Board have 
issued appropriate authorities for removing the restrictions 
imposed by Section 5 of the Trading with the Enemy Act and 
Article 4 of the Custodian Order in respect of any securities 
registered or inscribed in the name of an individual resident in 
France in any register (or equivalent record) kept in the United 
Kingdom, not being the register of a company incorporated out- 
side the United Kingdom. The authorities do not, of course 
cover securities vested in the Custodian of Enemy Property. 





Import Licensing in Iraq 


The Ministry of Supply in Iraq issued a notice on October 8 
stating that in future import licences will not be required for 
goods, other than those coming within the jurisdiction of the 
Middie East Supply Centre, originating and arriving from the 
United Kingdom, India, Egypt, Australia, South Africa, New 
Zealand, Ceylon and the Sudan. Import licensing will continue 
in respect of goods originating and arriving from all other 
countries. 


Bulbs from Holland 


An announcement was made early in September that corms 
and tubers from the Netherlands could be imported under an 
Open General Licence, but that for the time being importers 
would require to make payment to the Custodian of Enemy 
Property. 

As Trading with the Enemy restrictions on current trade with 
Holland have since been withdrawn, payment should now be 
arranged through normal banking channels instead of being 
made to the custodian. The attention of importers is drawn to 
the fact that in no circumstances should payment be made by 
post to the Dutch supplier, as this procedure is contrary to the 
Defence (Finance) Regulations ; in case of doubt the importer 
is advised to consult his banker on the method of payment to be 


used. 


Graded Spruce from Eastern 
Canada 


Members of the Trade interested in this subject will recall the 
recent meetings organised by the Timber Trade Federation in 
the larger Spruce consuming centres. At those meetings, which 
were attended by members of the Maritime Lumber Bureau, Mr. 
Paul Williams of the Timber Control undertook to inform the 
Trade of the arrival of representative samples which could be 
inspected. 

The first sample under the agreement has now arrived in Hull 
in the 8.8. “Culebra.” The parcel consists of about 60 Stds. 
of Graded Deals and Scantlings, and is now being piled in the 
yards of Messrs. Beecroft & Wightman Ltd. at the Alexandra 
Dock, Hull. 

Members of the Trade who are interested may inspect the 
parcel, and send their views either to Mr. Harry Goldsmith, of 
Messrs. Price & Pierce Ltd., 27 Clements Lane, London, E.C.4

Senior Trade Commissioner at Sydney. Mr. Hartland has 
already arrived at Brisbane.

BRITISH INDIA 


Crop Conditions and Wholesale Prices: The Department of 
Commercial Intelligence and Statistics, Calcutta, reports as 
follows on the crops in India for the weeks ending on the dates 
given :— 

Madras, September 22. Rainfalls have been heavy to light. 
Standing crops are fair, and outturn is fair to normal. 

Bihar, October 1. Standing crops are fair. The harvesting 
of Bhadoi crops is continuing. 

Orissa, October 1. Rainfalls have been light to moderate. 
Standing crops, including paddy and sugarcane, are thriving. 

Punjab, October 1. Standing crops are average to good. 
Cotton, especially the American variety, has been affected in the 
Pa Lyallpur Districts. 

United Provinces, September 22 :—There have been rainfalls 
in all districts. Standing crops are satisfactory. 

Central Provinces and Berar, September 28 :—Rainfalls have 
been light to fairly moderate. Standing kharif crops are good 
and the harvesting of early paddy has commenced. 

Bombay, October 5 :—The harvesting of early kharif and early 
paddy is progressing but rain is badly needed. 

Sind, October 5 :—Cotton picking is progressing but a low 
yield is expected. The harvesting of paddy has commenced. 

Bengal, September 26 :—Standing crops are satisfactory. The 
weather is seasonable. 

Assam, October 8 :—The weather is seasonable. 
fair. 

Wheat Crop. The final official estimate of the Indian whea- 
crop places acreage at 35,709 and production at 10,458 tons. 
These forecasts represent increases of 5 and 7 per cent. respect 
tively as compared with last year’s acreage of 33,961 and pro- 
duction of 9,741 tons. 

Sugarcame Crop. The first official*estimate of the Indian 
sugarcane crop places the acreage at 3,920,000 a decrease of 1 per 
cent. compared with last year’s corresponding figure of 3,961,000. 
The estimate relates generally to the end of July. Condition is 
on the whole good. 

Sesamum Crop. The first official estimate of the sesamum crop 
forecasts an acreage of 1,487,000, a decrease of 13 per cent. com- 
pared with last year’s revised figure of 1,714,000. 

Groundnut Crop. The first official estimate of ‘the groundnut 
crop gives 3,199,000 acres, an increase of 12 per cent. compared 
with last year’s revised figure of 2,865,000 acres. This estimate 
relates generally to the end of July or the beginning of August. 
Condition is on the whole fairly good. 

Wholesale Price Index. The wholesale price index issued by 
the wie, easy tyre of Commercial Intelligence and Statistics for 
September is 279, against 283 for August, based on a standard of 
100 in 1914.

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NEW ZEALAND 


Foreign Trade in April : The Monthly Abstract of Statistics pub- 
lished by the Census and Statistics Department, Wellington, 
indicate that the declared value of merchandise imported during 
April was £3,967,020, a decrease as compared with March, the 
difference amounting to £556,693. The value for April 1944, 
was £4,703,821. The total for the four months ended in April 
1945, was £17,301,277, corresponding for the corresponding 
period of 1944 being £22,824,477. 

Following the market activity of the preceding March, exports 
fell to very low proportions in April, the total value for the 
month being £3,798,399, as compared with £9,718,170 in 
March. The value for April 1944 was £5,559,178. The aggregate 
value for exports for the first four months of 1945 was 
£24,403,394, a decrease of £195,418 below the total for a similar 
period of 1944. 

The result of external trading for the first four months of 1945 
was an excess of exports over imports amounting to £7,101,617 
as compared with an export excess of £1,774,335 in the same 
period of 1944.

Prohibited Imports: H.M. Senior Trade Commissioner at 
Ottawa has forwarded copies of Memoranda WM No. 51 (Second 
Revision) Supplements 3 and 4, issued by the Department of 
National Revenue, which state that Orders in Council P.C. 6026 
and 6027 of September 14 cancel the prohibition on the importa- 
tion into Canada of :—Anti-freeze, being any substance or 
mixture for use as anti-freeze in the radiator or cooling system 
of an internal combustion engine ; dibutyl phthalate ; dimethyl 
phthalate; ethylene glycol; is opropanol (isopropyl alcohol) ;
